She 
was never so happy as when with children, 
and I do not believe she ever troubled her 
head about men until this Herman crossed 
her path. The girls often would come to 
my house on Sunday evenings, and once or 
twice I have heard this man’s name men- 
tioned in a joking sort of way when the girls 
were talking about their sweethearts. 
But she never really had anything to do 
with him: He worshiped her from a distance. 
He never called at her house, and was never 
allowed to take her anywhere. : 


How She Met Herman. 


“It was at St. James’ that Minnie met Her- 
man. She told me once how he approached 
ner one day at the church, said he had heard 
a great deal about her, told her who he was, 
and declared he desired to meet her. Always 
ready with friendship for everybody—and 
especially persons who attended the St. 
James’ church—she shook hands with Her- 
man and talked with him. 

_“ Apparently he had fallen in love with 
her when he went to her that day, for 
that time on he n. in paying her at- 
tentions. 

Miss Mulveil — 0 much worried over the 
affair, and told me almost everything.

She was beautiful and kind. and we are 
broken hearted over the whole thing.

The Rev. J. A. Quinn, who had known the 
girl since her childhood, told this story: 

“I knew Minnie from the time I attended

It is supposed he ran through — 
alleys until ‘he arrived in Thirty-first street, 
where he could have taken a cross town car 
to Thirty-first street and Archer avenue— 
within a block of the rooming house. 

Considering that Herman was best known

On Police Force Since 1892. 


Herman was born in the province of | 
tario, Canada, on Dec. 19, 1866. He 
‘pointed to the Chicago police depa 
April 2, 1892, and was detailed at the 
station. He was transferred to the Harrt- 
son street station and later to ‘the Cottage 
Grove avenue station. Four years\ago he 
Was sent to the stockyards station and one 
year later to the Stanton avenue station.

Came to this station from the stockyards 
on May 1, 1902. On Feb. 6, 1908, he was grant- 
ed one year’s leave of He reported 
back for work Feb. 6 last year, and worked 
until May 1, when he was given another 
year’s leave of absence.

The purpose for which the conference was 
called was to effect, if possible, a compromise 
between the two measures. The original 
bill provides for a Common Pleas court and 
additional municipal courts, employing in 
all twenty-five judges. The Common Pleas 
court is given original jurisdiction in all 
civ.. and criminal cases other than suits in 
equity. Appeal direct to the Appellate court 
is proviged.

The. fourteenth amendment provides that 
the property and rights of a citizen shall 
not be taken from him without the due 
process of law. It is expected the case finally 
will reach the Supreme Court of the United 
States no matter how Judge ee may 


decide it. 
Charge Unjust Discrimination. 

The bill filed by Attorney Chéster B. Mass- 
Net for the complainants alleges thet the 
automobile ordinance providing for the ex- 
amination of chauffeurs, the licensing of the 
cars, the payment of a fee of $3, the placing 
of a number tag on the rear of the machine, 
and the Mmitation of the speed to ten miles 
an hour constitutes an arbitrary, unlawful... 
unfair, and unjust tion against the 
petitioners. 

It also declares that the constitution of the 
United States never contemplated that so 
much power as is delegated to the mayor — 
the city by the ordinance should be given 
one man. The ordinance provides that for 
‘violation of any of the provisions of the ordi- 
nance the executive may takethe license and 
right to operate a car from its owner and at 
the same time deprive him of the use of the 


streets.
